Governor Signs NMaior 
Housing Finance Bill 


SACRAMENTO 一 The first ma- 
jor housing finance bill of 197S, SB 
99, by Senator Milton Marks (R-SF)， 
has .been signed by the Governor， 

The home-loan bill wil provide 

| tor the immediate construction of 
| thousands of new residential units in 
| redevelopment areas throughout the 
State. 

The new home-loan law，which 
训 replace terminated federal Pro- 
| grams，would allow redevelopment 
| agencies throughout the state to is- 
| sue revyenue bonds in order to make 
jlong-term, low-interest loans for the 


construction of residential units，ac- 
cording to Marks. 

“The revenue bonds will not in 
any way increase local property taxX- 
es because they would be secured by 
the property involved and by federal 
ipsurance，” Marks explained . 

“Enactment of my bill into 1law 
will allow local authorities to begin 
construction of desperately needed 
homes. for low- and moderate-in- 
come famiilies，and provide thou- 


sands of new jobs in the depressed 


construction industry,”Marks con- 


cluded .

TAIPEI 一 A U.S. cotton mission 
artived here May 4to discuss details 
of payments for raw cotton ordered 
from the U.9. a year 3a80. 

Taiwan is the last leg of the mis- 
sion's Asian tour，which also covers 
South Korea，the Philippines and 
Thailand . 

The four Asian countries ordered 
cotton from the U.S. in late 1973 
and early 1974 when cotton Prices 
were at their peak. The Prices have 
dropped sharply since， 

Manufacturers in the four coun- 
tries have postponed opening letters 


of credit for the cotton ordered.. In 


response, the U.S. government de- 
cided to provide textile manufactur- 
ers in the four countries with 
US$230 million in.loans to finance 
their purchases. Of this sum，Tai- 
wan will get US3$25 million.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Confusion 
over an ad in the Chinese Times 
has prompted the head of the 
local International Ladies” Gar- 
ment Workers' Union to reassure 
Jung Sai workers they are not 
being sold out， 

Seeking to clarify the situation， 
MattieJ. Jackson said her union's 
three-part statement was only to 
inform，and never intended as 
any kind of policy statement. 

The ad reported that the 
National-Labor Relations Board 
(NLRB) has issued a complaint 
againstJungSaifor its anti-union 
activities (including closing of its 
factory at 646 Washington St.); 
that the NLRB will seek an in- 
junction from the U.S$.， District 
Court to force Jung Sai to reopen 
immediately pending final deter- 
mination of the charges against 
it and lastly，that any person 
purchasing Jung Sai from its cur- 
rent Owner，Douglas Tompkins， 
may also be liable for payment of 
back wages to Jung Sai's 135 
Workers, retroactive to July 1974. 

Jackson indicated that newsSs 
concerning the Jung Sai conflict 
has been infrequent lately be- 
cause “the law takes- a long 
time.” She promised，though， 
that union Support will continue 
through the June 2 injunction 
hearing and the July 8 trial 
against the Jung Sai manage- 
ment:“Once the factory has been 
reopened，we will keep up our 
picketing.”

The rally was initiated by the 
Chinatown Community Chil- 
dren's_ Center'"s Parent Commit- 
tee for Childcare，Parents and 
supporters came from all over the 
city to express their concerTs for 
childcare. 

Title XX of the Social Services 
Act requjires each state to initiate 
a plan for the delivery of child- 
care Services within 让 .Both the 
federal and state governments` 
attempt last year to implement a 
plan to make chijldcare available 
only to welfare recipients were 
opposed by parents from the 
Chinatown and Mission districts; 
this year，the state is asking for 
public input. 

DEMANDS 

Parents _ throughout the city 
came to the rally and hearing 
with four demands: that 


1. federal funds be immediately 
provided to imnplement Title XXX s 
intended expansion of services; 

2. the_ educational component 
be mandatory in all childcare 
programs: that quality childcare， 
not mere babysitting，be avail- 
able; 

3. that Section 4D of Title XX， 
the“runaway fathers clause,” be 
abolished for invasion of Privacy; 
and 

4. free childcare be provided to 
all parents who need tt. 


Title XX was intended to in- 
crease the eligibility of working 
parents，and to abolish the wel- 
fare linkage requirement for 
childcare. 了 owever, the reality 1s 
that the government 1s not inter- 
ested in expanding childcare un- 
less the people who need t or- 
ganize to fight for it， according to 
Spokespersons for the Chinatown 
Community Children's Center. 

LOGIC 

The logic is that since there is 
no money to Implement Title 和 X， 
no new center will be funded to 
Serve the people who will be eli- 
gible for childcare. Most centers 
in San Francisco _ already have 
long walting lists; often,a parent 
must wait as long as two years 
before his/her child is accepted 
into a program. 

One of the parents speaking at 
the rally stated that，in the past， 
San Francisco had full-ttme 24- 
hour'daycare for working parents. 
She continued to say that this is 
not impossible todayi; rather，it is 
a _ matter of changing the priori- 
ties of our government; and that 


.parents should not stand for the 


government putting the interest 
of big businesses and the military 
before the needs of the working 
people.”

We urge the :old timers iD our community to extend a 
welcoming hand to these 'mewcomers . We also urge tbe con- 
cerned citizens in the larger community to check and curb antl- 
Asian'” sentiments conveniently Surfacing now because of the 


refugee influx.

As 100,000 Vietnamese refugees move toward the West Coast， 
their relief at their deliverance is surely giving way to concern over 
the uncertainty of their future. 


No dominant pattern has been set for the new arrivals; there have 
been comparatively few Vietnamese immigrants. The Vietnamese 
Consulate General ip San rancisco knows of only about 1,000 
Vietnamese in all of California. 


Many are the WwWives of returned servicemen and have been 
absorbed into the general population . 


The 1970 Census reported that approximately two million Asians 
and Asian-Americans lived in the United 'States. They are concen- 
trated mainly on the West Coast，largely ip California，and 


Hawaii，where citizens of Oriental extraction have become politi- 


cally dominant.

Shame and outrage must color a recital of the reception of earlier 


Asian immigrants on the West Coast. About 20,000 Chinese landed 


in San Francisco during the gold rush. In the eighteen-sixties thou- 
sands of Chinese laborers were imported to lay tracks for the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad. 


The white Californians” fear and hatred of the Chinese became 
formally expressed by the Chinese Exclusion Act :of 1882 and a 
Variety of other restrictions that were encoturaged by a pervasive 
racism that fed on the stereotypes portrayed in the popular arts. 


In California， separate Schools for Oriental children were not 
legally abolished until 1936. The immigration doors were not 
Opened again until 1943.Non-citizen Orientals were not allowed to 


Own land in their own names until 1952.

Trapped by their lack of competence in English， 
they work long-and poorly paid hours in sweatshops and restau- 
rants. Their young men are often in trouble with the police，some- 
times for violent crimeas. 


The quite different history of the 洒 apaneselin .California is most 
instructive. 


The Japanese ghettoes of the cities (the largest by far was in Los 


Angeles) were destroyed at a stroke when，as a consequence of 


Pearl Harbor, the entire Japanese and Japanese-American popula- 
tion of the West Coast was declared to be potentially.dangerous. 
The odious Executive Order 9066 of 1942 drove 93,000 people out cf 
their homes and businesses, placing most of them in bleak intern- 
Iment camps. 


After the war，with their ghettoes gone, the Japanese set about 
finding their individual places within the majority culture. 


Today，Japanese-Americans are sociologically almost indistin- 


_guishable from their “white”neighbors， 


了 ven as the Japanese have become absorbed within the general 


population，however, the influence of their culture has become in- 


creasingly visible in Such fields as architecture, and interior design. 


Besides the Japanese and Chinese, other sizable groups of Asian 
imimnigrants have arrived on the West Coast from the Philippines 


and India. Most of these newer arrivals have yet to break into the 


American middle class. 


Given this history，some guesses might be made as to the prob- 
able future of the Vietnamese refugees on the West Coast: 


1. Benefiting legally and socially from the struggles of the Japa- 
Dese and Chinese, they will find that some discrimination against 
Asians remains but that it is a marginal phenomenon . 


2 Like the recent Chinese refugees and the Cubans in Miami, the 
Vietnamese without money or friends will tend to congregate for 
mutual help in low-rent city neighborhoods. 


3. For the long run, the most promising course will be to encour- 


age the younger people to break away from these ghettoes, to give 
them Anglicized names and an English-language education and to 


help them to find their way into American society. 


The histories of the Japanese and Chinese in California Suggest 
that for the Vietnamese the process of absorption may well take a 


generation Or two.

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Oakland Confab Discusses 
NMental Health Needs 


OAKFKRLAND 一 A Chinese- 


.American Confab was recently 


sponsored by Asian Community 
Mental Health Services and the 
Ad Hoc committee of Chinese- 
Americans at Laney College For- 
um. “It was a chance for Ameri- 
can-born Chinese to come to- 
gether and share concerns and 
feelings about conflicts -Asians 
must face in a ,racist society,” 
stated Willie Ng，convenor for 
the event. 

Various cultural conflicts were 
brought out in a _ series of skits 
which concentrated on the home 
Situation with parental and family 
conflict; work Situations of rac- 
ism, non-promotion,stereotyping 
by other workers，and sexism; 
and the dynamics of social rela- 
tionships. The skits served as an 
impetus to small group discus- 
SionSs. The 'discussions_ centered 
on exploring cultural conflicts 
within the larger societal f 们 ame- 
work as well as sharing individual 
experiences. 

The afternoon featured ques- 
tions directed to a panel of Ben 
Tong,，psychologist; Soleng Tom， 
M.D.,，psychiatrist; Linda Wang， 
NEMHS; and Germaine Wong， 
UC Berkeley Asian Studies. 

Suggestions for better serving 
the mental health needs of the 
Chinese and other Asian Ameri- 
cans were made by the audience. 
The majority of participants felt 
the issues raised in the Confab 
Were also relevant to other Asian 
Americans and that future pro- 
grarms and discussions might in- 
clude other groups， Recommen- 
dations for future programs in- 
cluded awareness groups，asSser- 
tive' training groups，historical 
and cultural values_ exploration， 
and raclsm and Sexism seminars， 
among others. A follow-up meet- 
ing of interested participants will 
be held May 12 to'discuss pro- 
gram imnplemientation .

Neocolonialism

What is neocolonialism? 

Neocolonialism is a modern-day Health，Education，and Welfare 
(HEW) Department that is going to spend $95 million ($5 million of 
过 for the education part) on the U.S. Vietnamese refugee resettle- - 
ment program，but which is so far refusing its own 酝 卫 W 
Asian-American Affairs Office a part in the decision-making. 

Julia Taft, HEW Assistant Deputy Secretary for Human Develop- 
ment, is in overall charge of this program. One of her top aides ip 
this program is Kathy Doolin，author of the innocuous HBEW Zczv 
US. Wichols position paper which stated that the Zav decision meant 
only extra English-language efforts for limited-English-speaking 
children were needed (see E/W 2/19/75). Also playing a top role im 
this HEW effort is a Caucasian man who has a Vietnamese wife and 
who played a key role in helping Vietnamese refugees escape from 
North Vietnam to South Vietnam a few years back. 

Even though Asians make Up only two per cent of the U.S. popu- 
lation， one would think that HEW would, in this“enlightened age， 
make a concerted effort to have aware Asian-Americans help 站 imn 
its Vietnamese refugee program. 

But, then, that's what neocolonialism is all about. 

WHAT TO DO? 

Time is. of great importance. It is imperative that Asian-Ameri- 
cans and Asian-American organizations flood their congressmen 
and the HEW Human Development Department (Washington，DC 
20202) with protests. Phone calls work wonders. 

IN THE MEANTIME . . . 

At last Wednesday's (April 30) Asian-American Federal Em- 
ployees Caucus (AAFEC) monthly meeting,，more Vietnamese news 
was highlighted. 

Pat Okura of the National Institute .of Mental Health (NIMBHI) 
stated that he and some of his agency'"s high-level executives have 
started to look into what their agency can do to help the Vietnamese 


refugees who are here in America. He stated, also, that the Pacific 


Asiari Coajition (PAC) was vitally interested. Another agency，the 
Soceial Rehabilitation Service，is sending four persons each to the 


three refugee centers in the U.S. How many，i any，of these are 


Asian-Americans ls not known. 

Another bit of information from this meeting was that West Point 
Academy now has 3900 cadets，87 of whom are Asians，These 
Asians constitute the second largest minority group at West Point， 
after the blacks,， who have 192 cadets there. 

Asians at the National Institute of Health (NIH)，by the way，do 
not want to be associated with AAFEC. It seems that AAFEC might 
be too activist for the NIH Asians” tastes. 

Eastb but certainly not jeast，from this AAFEC meeting there is 
the news that the Lau Ceiiter Fizcposais are now being read by four 
panels of four persons each (three outsiders to 去 Danel). These Pro- 
posal reading panels can wield much power. One only 二 这 
there are any Asians in them. As it is, things are bad .enough with 
Lau Center funds generally being earmarked for centers that often 
do not have good track records in civil rights. 

While on this topic of proposal reading, the Office of Education's 
(OE) Bilingual Oftfice has 150 readers from throughout the U.S. 
meeting in Silver Spring this week and next. Four of these 150 are 
Chinese, no other Asians. All 150 were picked with no Asians at the 
proposal reader selection committee meeting: 

In fact, of a staff of 40, the Bilingual Office's lone Asian has been 
told by his supervisors to stay away fom Asian-American bilingual 
affairs because that would constitute conflict of interest. If so，since 
this office is primarily Chicano in personnel and programs，there 
must bealot of conflicts of interest going on all the time. Why pick 
on the Asian?

INTEREST 

When asked why with such a busy 
schedule she had agreed to teach the 
workshops,， she replied with a wide 
smile and. a glimmer in her eyes， 
“Because Ifeel there is an interest in 
the dance of new China but so little 
knowledge of it in the Bay Area.… 
She recalls how a few years ago she 
searched in vain for a teacher in the 
Bay Area to teach her Chinese ballet 
and dance. 

Modestly, she points to her lim- 
ited knowledge of Chinese dance as 
the reason for her return to Matsu- 
yama for two more years of study.

IMMIGRANT 

Like many Chinese，Willie im- 
imigrated illegally from Ch'ang 
Onvillage in Canton to find a job. 
Only 20 years old，he inspected 
dozens of utility poles where job 
0pportunities were posted，and 
OoVer a period of months in Cali- 

fornia，worked as a houseboy， 
dishwasher，cook，farm laborer， 
construction Worker,， and even as 
arailroad repairman, In 1919, his 
”cousin，Wing Mow Lung， invited 
him to come to Sausalito to join 
his grocery business. 了 Then，be- 
cause Wing decided to return to 
China， Willie suddenly found 
himself the owner of his own 
Store. 

The decades that followed 
showed Willie's aptitude for the 
groceT7-bHSiness; Not onl ndid he 
offer his customefs quali 了 
and Vegetables，but he _ became 
best known for the extras he pro- 
Vided， He made deliveries per- 
sonally, lent money，gave food to 
the needy, and gave credit.
